Among the'Immortals there are few whose 
title to fame seems to be so slender as that 
of Rosgent Boye, while there is none to 
whom the verdict of each succeeding genera- 
tion’ more.decidedly accords that undying 
homage which no mutations of: taste, lan- 
guage, or circumstance can affect, A dozen 
short ‘poems and. two score. of songs 
represent nearly’ all of the work of Burns 


which is absolutely free from coarseness, 


slovenliness, or.commonplace. In that pure 
tesiduum of his genius, much of the sig- 
nificance:. and some of’ ‘the melody 
are appreciable » only to. .a - Scottish 
ear, aud there are phrases whose full meas- 
ure of quaintor tender suggestivencss even 


many of his-own countrymen fail to catch, ° 


either because they are peculiar to'a district 
or have gone the way of much élse that is 
characteristic in Lowland Scottish - speech.

THE KINGS MOUNTAIN. OBNTE- 
\. = NARY. 

Few of the minor battles of the American 

Revolution are more worthy of centennial 





commemoration than the action at. King’s 


Mountain; fought, Oct. 7, 1780, . The victory 
there won by the patriot forces struck terror 
to the: Tories, who, -under the protecting 
presence of CORNWALLIS, were swarming in 
the Carolinas; it gave the first check to the’ 
proposed. match of Connxwatias through 
North Carolina, near whose border it. was 
fought; above all, coming directly after the 
rout of GaTEs’s army, at Camden, it revived 
the disheartened fragments of that army, 
and turned the tide of Oelonial disasters at 
the South. ~~ 

In'1780 the war which, breaking out in 
Massachusetts, had been- successively trans- 
ferred during a five years’ struggle from the 
New-England and the Middle States to the 
Southern, had now definitely found its chief 
sphere of ‘operations in the latter. During 
the year previous the British had overrun 
and reduced the inhabited parts, of Georgia 
and Florida, and a considerable part of 
South Carolina, while a ‘combined attack of 
the French and-American forces upon Savan- 
nah‘was repiilsed with great loss, PuLasnx 
being killed, D’Eeranve and other high’ of- 


ficers -wounded, and the attacking forces’ 


utterly. broken up. In the. Spring .of 
1780, Sir Hany Oumton besieged and cap- 
tured Oharleston, with all its garrison, while 
a force of ‘Virginia troops under Burorp, 
who liad been’marching to its relief, but re- 
treated on news of its surrender, were over- 
taken by TarLEton’s cavalry and cut to 
pieces. Save for the operations of partisan 
rangers under SuMTeR and Marron, active 
hostilities had almost ceased by the Summer 


of 1780,in the Oarolinas and in Georgia, 


and. OLINTON reported that ‘the inhabitants 
from every quarter declare their allegiance 
to the King, and offer their services in arms.”” 
CoRN WALLIS, who succeeded him in’com- 
mand on his ‘return to New-York, reported 
that he had no opposition worth speaking of. 
Meanwhile, Wasmuvaron, aroused: to the

The effect: of this victory was dackdad. 
Lord Connwaxias at once. retreated south- 
erly, and the patriots of: the mountain re- 
gion, who had rallied from both Carolinas, 
Georgia, Virginia, and what ate now Ten- 
.nessee- and -Kentucky, were greatly in- 
spirited. The cause at the South received a 
new impetus, and the good result of King’s 
Mountain, reaching beyond the immediate 
destruction. of Ferauson’s forces, were 
plainly seen in the next battle of -the war, 
the defeat’ of Tanumron by: More@an the 
following: Jamnary, in the same region, at 
Cowpens. ‘The people, of Charlotte and ‘its 
vicinity, who have undertaken to celebrate 
the hundredth anniversary of King’s Moun- 
tain, do: not. err’ in claiming for it historic 
importatice; it ranks among those battles in 
which the numbers engaged do not indicate 


the full:moral value of the results achieved. 
a 


THE GREEK QUESTION. . 

The Berlin’ conference which decided to 
give Dulcigno to the Montenegrins, also de- 
cided to: present: Greece with a strip of Turk- 
ish territory, ‘including a few good-sized 
towns “and’s sea-port or two.” The confer- 
ence may have made ‘mistakes, but there is 
no doubt: tiat its heart was inthe right: 
place. -The great powers who composed it 
were generous and free-handed to an extent 
that has rarely been equaled even by our. 
most liberal bank Oashiers: They were as 
ready to give away towns and Provinces that 
did not, belong to them as an’ Alderman is 
to vote away the money of the tax-payers. 
Had the great powers undertaken to divide 
Greece among the Turks, the’ Austrians, 
and the Italians, we might have heard some 
silly sentimentalist. insisting that.the powers 
had no right, to be Hberal with Greek terri- 
tory, but as» they confined themselves 
strictly to giving away Turkish territory; 
and as the Turks have notoriously no rights 
which anybody is bound to respect, the con- 
duct of the Berlin conference was beyond 
praise. . ’ 4 

Still, while we must applaud the motives 
of. the conference; it cannot be denied that 
its action is leading to.a great deal of ‘con- 
fusion and bloodshed: The gift of Dul- 
cigno to Montenegro will almost ‘imevitably 
bring about war between Turkey snd Mon- 
tenegro, aud if the great powers attempt to 
compel the Turks and Albanians to relin- 
quish the town, the. first step must be to 
knock Dulcigno to pieces with the. guns of 
the fleet, and the second to knock Constan- 
tinople about the ears of the Sulten. As to 
the present made to Greece, it ia very plain 
that Greece will" have to fight in order to 
gain possession of it. .The Turks obstinately 
refuse to havé their Provinces. given away 
without their consent, and they will yield 
-up the territory which the Greeks covet only 
‘on Compulsion.’ ‘Thus we see that the gen- 
-erosity of the great powers will: probably. 
bring about two or three simultaneous wars, 
and perhaps it would have been as well if 
\the powers had restrained their generous im- 
pulses and attended strictly to thelr own 
business. 

The success. of thn: Grdslen th abeadtibety a

is said that the Army now consists of no less 
than seventy-five thousand | ‘men, and .that 
there is scarcely a single. brigaud left in civil 
life, so thoroughly has the work of calling 
out.the feserves been doné.

army will drive the ‘Turks out of the dis- 
puted territory, especially if’ the Sultan is at 
the same time occtpied with fighting Mon- 
| tenegro and the six .Européan powers, but 
after the new Greek frontier has been con- 
quered, the Greeks will. be as  Mtacontented 
and bankrupt as ever... 


What the Berlin ee eet ‘whould: have 
done for Greece, had. there been an intelli- 
gent determination to-help.that undesirable 
country,” would ‘have: been to supply her 
with four good tourists annually, to be ran- 
somed by the combined: ‘powers: British 


tourists would.‘ not.have been. absolutely | 


necessary, since all the Greeks demand is 
that ‘a tourist when captured shall be 
promptly and handsomely’ ransomed. The 
same man might.act as.a tourist four times 
a-year, though it would be necessary for him 
to-change his name each time in order to 
avoid unpleasant comments by the libertine 
European press. Such a man-could readily 
be hired for, say, $2,000 annually. It should 
be made his-duty to visit the plains of Mara- 
thon and to be captured like an. ordinary 
British ‘tourist. The great: powers would 
then ransom him for $50,000, and a few 
months later he would ‘be captured again 
and@ ransomed for'a similar'sum: Thus at a 
cost. of $2,000 for‘ salary and. $200,000 for 


Yansoms, the powers could make Greece a 


happy, contented, and flourishing. State. 
This would be vastly cheaper than it will be 
td send a fleet # Constantinople to compel 
the Sultan to cedé the new frontier to the 
Greeks, .and’ would, moreover, avoid ‘war, 
with ite attendant cost ani misery. Two 
hundred and two thotisand dollars a: year is 
a ridiculously small. sum when divided be- 
tween England, France, Italy, Germany, 
Austria, and. Russia, and is a mere nothing 
in. coeapartoon-with the Cally cost of Keeping 
a fleet in readiness for action. 

It-is not yet too late to: calla new confer- 
ence which could undo the ill-judged work 
of the Berlin conference, gnd. could satisfy 
Greece by the substantial grant of four year- 
ly touriste instead of the miserable mockery 
of ‘a new frontier line. Perhaps the Dul- 
cigno business might be settled in the same 
practical spirit. At any rate; a war between 
Greece and Turkey can be avoided and the 
prosperity of the former. State secured by 
a revision of the work of the conference.
